Fire, Prieſt and Sacrifice. It is a vain Oblation, and 'tis 
as much criminal to offer falſe Worſhip to the true God, 


as true Worſhip to a falfe God. Tis a dangerous thing 


in the Service of God, to deviate from his own Inſtitu- 
tions; Whilſt we have to do with a Power which is Wiſe to 
preſcribe his own Worſhip; Juſt to require what he bath pre- 
ſcribed; and Jcalcus, to revenge the Offerings of that which 
was never requir d. Moſes muſt neither add nor alter a 
Pin in the Tabernacle which God had preſcrib'd; nor 
Solomon decline the Pattern of the Temple which God 


had made known to his Father David: And yet our 


High Church Pricſts, with a bare Face, ha ve gone a who- 
Ting after their own Inventions, with whom I would ex- 
poſtulate aſter this manner: Whar Treſpaſs is this that ye 
bave committed againſt the God of litael, to turn away ih; 
day from following the Lord, in that you have builded you an 


Altar, that ye might rebel this day againſt the Lord. Is the 


In quity of Peer too little for us, from which we are not 
cleanſed until this day. (although there was a Plague in the 
Congregation of the Lord) but that you muſt turn away 
this day from following the Lord; and it will be ſecing ye 
rebel to day againſt the Lord, that to morrow he will be wroth 
with the whole Congregation of Iſrael ;, notwithſtanding if the 
Land of your paſſeſſion be unclean, then paſs you over unto 
the Land of the poſſeſſion of the Lord, wherein. the Lord's Ta- 


bernacle dmelieth, and take poſſeſſion amr ut; but rebel nat 


againſt the Lord, nor rebel againſt us, in uilding you an Al- 
tar beſides the Altar of the Lord our God (c . 

Sthly, It is a Violation of God's Law in the Prieſts and 
Miniſters of the Church, when they ſhall moſt, inſatiably covet 


the things of this World : When what they do, is only 
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to grafifie a covetous Humour. Hugo the Cardinal, ſaid, 
That the Devil had two Daughters, Covetouſneſs and 


Luæury; the former he had heretofore marry d out to 
the Jews, the latter to the Geiles; but now the Prieſts 
had gotten them both from their old Husbands, and ta- 
ken them for their own Uſe. Theſe they are greedy Dogs 
which can never have enough, and they are Shepherds that 
cannot underſtand, they all loc to their own Way, every one 


for his Gain, from his Quarter (d). They are all for them- 


ſelves, without any regard or care of the Flock, every 
one looking for his Gain from his own Quarter. No 
wonder that we have ſo much Ignorance among us, It is 
becauſe the Duſt of Covetouſneſs hath even put out their 
Eyes; the World is ſuch a Pearl in the Eye, that they 
can't ſee God, they know not how to preach, as being 


cboak'd bappily with a fat Benefice. 


Pope Alexander the Sixth was a Man of the like Diſ- 
poſitions, void of Since. ity, Truth, Faith, and Religion, 
he was inſatiably Covetons, unreaſonably. Ambitious, and 
more than barbarouſly Cruel. His Baſtards he advanc'd, 
whereof he had many ; he ſet Benefices and Promotions 
to ſale, he poiſon'd John Michel, Cardinal of Fenice, at 
Rome, for his Gold and Treaſure. In Adulteries he was 
moſt filthy and abominable, in Tyranny moſt mercileſs, 
in Magick molt canning, and therefore execrable. He 
poiſon'd his own Father; he committed Inceſt with his 
own Siſter Lucretia. He poiſon d Zimes, Brother to 
Bajaxet the Great Turk, being hir'd thereto by 200 Duc- 
kets, after he had ſworn Friend hip to him. He pro- 
cur'd Aid of the Tur“ agiinſt the King of France. He 
caus'd the Tongue aad Hands of Anthony Mancivel (a 
learned and prudent Man) to be cut off, for making an 


Oration in Reproof of his Wickedneſs. He never at. 


tempted any thing but he fir i conſulted with the Devil. It 
was his cuſtom to poiſon any whom he diſlik'd: But at 
laſt, through the Miſtake of the Butler, the poiſon'd - 
Wine which he had prepur'd for ſom? of his Cardinals 
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was put into his own Hand, which he drinking off, wich 


horrible Crys and Groans died immediately. It was this 
Sin of Covetouſueſs that brought Achan, Ananias, Sa- 
pura, Fudas, and others, to their Untimely Ends, and 
pet a Sin very predominant among our Clergy. A Biſhop 

(faith the Apoltle) ought not to be greedy of filthy Lucre, 
1 Tim. 3-3- This Text not only forbiddeth Covetouſ- 
neſs in a Biſhop, but the taking of any baſe Courſe, or 
uſing any unworthy Means to improve his Eſtate, The 
Pries (faith Aicha) thereof teach for Hire, and the Pro- 
phers thereof divine f.r Money (e). The like Ezekiel ate 
firmeth of the faiſe Prophets, that they polluted che Lord 


among his People for handfulls of Barley and pieces of 


Bread (f). Filthy Lucre and Falſhood are ever inſepa- 
rable, by which theſe make the Righteous ſad, and ſtreng- 


then the Hands of the Wicked. And ſuch Merchants ag 


theſe the Apoſtle Peter {peaks of, who through Covetouſ- 
neſs make Merchandiſe of you (g). Theſe play the Huck- 
ſters, to enhanſe the Price and amplifie their own Gain; 


whoſe Belly is their Gad, who mind earthly things (h). It is 


from this corrupt Head, that there are ſuch Floods of 
Errors daily diſcoveriog themſelves among us, as in the 
late Cant of our Higt- Church Clergy, it was only to 
advance themſelves. When Baalam's Eye is on Balaak's 
Gold, it muſt needs blind; or when Covetouſueſs is be- 
come a Man's Conſcience, no ma vel it he dare ſpeak, 
write, or attempt any thing that ſhall promote his Inte- 
reſt; a graceleſs pompous Prieſt, who glorieth in the 
Fleſh, will exert his vimoſt Power, not for the Glory of. 
God, the Good of God's People, or Purity of Religion, 


but for bimſelf, his Belly, his Back, his own Glory; let. 


the Church fink or ſwim, let Errors creep in, it's all ode 
to him, ſo he may riſe by them; niy to ferve a Turn, 
he'll ſtrain his Wits ro patronage and defend em, tho to 
the overthrow of Church and State, if by that he can 


but-1aile bis own private Fortune; and yet is it againſt. 
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the Oath of Canonical Obedience to remove from a poor 
Vicarage to a rich Rectory, or 4 poor Biſhoprick to a bigger 
and richer. | | | 

gthly, Idleneſs in Miniflers is a Violation of God's Law, 
as appears by that great and awful ie given to Ti- 


mothy by the A poſtle St. Paul, I charge they before God and the 


Lord Feſus Chriſt, who ſhall judge the Quick and the Dead at 
his appearing and his Kingdom, preach the Word, be Inſt ant 
in Seafon, out of Seaſon, reprove, rebuke, exhort with all long- 
Suffering and Doctrine (a). This deep kind of charging 
Timothy in ſo vehement and pathetical a manner, ſhews 


how urgent and important the Matter is, how neceſſary 


diligent and conſtant Preaching is in a Miniſter of the 
Goſpel, and how fearful the Caſe is if he ſhall fail in 
this Duty of bis Fonction; and therefore did the Apo- 
ſtles moſt painfully lay out themſelves to cariy on the 
Work of the Kingdom of our Lord Jeſus ; for neceſſity is 
laid upon me (ſaith St. Paul) yea woe unto me if I preach not the 
Goſpel (b). Miniſters are call'd to labour in the Lord's 
Vineyard, their Employment is about things of an eter- 
nal Moment, and therefore Diligence and Iudefatigable- 
neſs in their Work, is abſolutely neceſſary. God puts 
no difference between Nequam and Nequaquam, an 
idle and an evil Servant; thou wicked and ſlothful Ser- 
vant (c).

Fpiphanius tells us, /T'bat Mileſius and Peter, 
(Biſhops of Alexancria) did by their own Q arrels more 
Miſchief to the Church, than all the open Perſecution 
that they met with from che Enemy; and I am as well 
perſ waded, that the Animeſities and Diſrords which! ſo much 
reign among us, are too too much owing to the bed Examp'e 
of our Clergy. And may we not alſo conclude, that it is 
from hence that Miniſters have loſt that Reſpect and 
Honour they once had from the People: For, do they 
not ſnhe w them the way how. to treat them, by their 
Carriage one towards another?
